In  the  pages  that  follow,  comments  on  the  various  aspects  of  Public 
Health  will  be  given  in  conjunction  with  the  various  statistical  tables. 

I would  like,  at  this  stage,  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  to  thank  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  zeal  and  loyalty.

GENERAL  ENVIRONMENT 


SEWAGE 


On  the  whole,  the  district  is  well  supplied  with  sewer  systems;  many 
of  which  have  however  been  in  operation  now  for  a considerable  number  of 
years.  When  originally  designed  and  laid  these  systems  were  adequate  for 
their  foreseeable  use,  since  then  however  not  only  have  the  number  of  properties 
served  in  some  areas  increased  but  the  usage  of  water  by  each  household  has 
also  considerably  increased,  the  net  result  being  a great  increase  in  the 
amount  of  water-borne  sewage  that  these  systems  are  expected  to  carry.  That 
some  of  these  systems  are  only  just  adequate  is  shown  by  the  adverse  results 
when  surface  water  gains  access  during  periods  of  heavy  rain.  With  the 
present  demand  for  housing  and  the  increasing  standards  of  living,  there  is 
every  reason  to  anticipate  that  the  amount  of  water-borne  sewage  from  any 
given  area  will  continue  to  increase. 

Certain  areas  still  remain  that  should  be  served  by  sewer  extensions, 
these  areas  being  Maidens  Green  area,  London  Road  area  and  King's  Ride 
area  of  Winkfield  and  Murrell  Hill,  Binfield;  reference  should  be  made  to 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  report  on  this  subject  for  details  of  the  work  in 
hand  and  work  planned. 

HOUSING 

Most  of  the  housing  in  the  district  is  modern  and,  by  and  large,  there 
is  not  the  great  problem  in  the  condition  of  housing  that  exists  in  some  parts 
of  the  country.  As  a developing  area  however,  the  demand  for  housing  is 
high  and  the  availability  of  land  is  small,  much  of  the  land  is  "sterilised"  by 
the  presence  of  the  New  Town  of  Bracknell  with  it' s specific  terms  of 
reference,  and  by  the  large  tracts  of  Forestry  and  Crown  lands  that  lie  in  the 
district.  Building  outside  the  New  Town  is  confined  to  "in  filling"  in  the 
villages,  and  the  time  must  come  when  the  Planning  Authority  looks 
constructively  at  the  district  so  that  tracts  of  land  however  small  which  are  of 
no  agricultural  value  can  be  used  for  a housing  purpose.  The  use  of  caravans 
is  often  resorted  too  to  fulfil  the  need  for  housing;  to  a young  couple  or  others 
without  children  this  form  of  housing  has  its  attractions  but  by  the  nature  of 
it's  construction  a caravan  is  a temporary  type  of  dwelling  offering  substandard 
accommodation  and  it  is  of  little  surprise  that  life  with  a young  family  under 
these  conditions  often  leads  to  nervous  illness  in,  and  strife  between  the  parents. 
The  gypsy  type  of  caravan  dweller  offers  another  general  problem,  these 
families  wander  from  district  to  district  within  a fairly  defined  area  making 
what  living  they  can  of  scrap  and  odd  jobs  and  often  leaving  their  evidence 
behind.  It  is  no  solution  to  their  problem  to  keep  "moving  them  on"  and  I am 
sure  that  the  only  thing  that  can  be  done  is  for  groups  of  district  authorities 
with  this  type  of  itinerant  population,  to  provide  suitable  camp  sites  for  that 
population  with  an  enclosure  to  contain  their  scrap  materials.

Interchange  between  sites  if  necessary  should  be  allowed  and  with  time  a more 
settled  population  with  the  children  attending  schools  should  result.  Many 
settled  families  in  this  district  are  from  families  which  a few  generations  ago 
were  of  this  wandering  type.  With  a site  available,  the  feeling  of  being  an 
outcast  that  these  people  undoubtedly  carry  should  gradually  disappear.  With 
a more  settled  life  and  school  attendance,  the  children  would  gradually  be 
integrated  with  the  general  population. 

AIR 


Regular  sampling  of  the  air  for  smoke  and  SO2  content  has  continued 
from  a site  in  the  centre  of  Bracknell.  The  level  of  pollution  here  is  higher 
than  most  people  anticipate,  equalling  that  of  a large  nearby  County  Borough. 
Questioning  of  Coal  Merchants  showed  that  of  three  large  suppliers  delivering 
between  them  some  11,  000  tons  of  coal  in  Bracknell  well  over  60%  of  this  fuel 
was  bituminous  coal  despite  the  fact  that  the  vast  majority  of  fire  places  in 
Bracknell  are  equipped  with  open  appliances  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuel. 
Now  that  the  extension  of  the  New  Town  has  been  decided,  the  opportunity  exists 
to  ensure  that  the  new  development  (that  will  more  than  double  the  size  of  the 
existing  town)  can  burn  nothing  but  smokeless  fuels,  preferably  of  a type  other 
than  open  fire  coke. 

The  Council  have  allowed  in  their  estimates,  for  the  establishment  of 
an  initial  smoke  control  area  in  Bracknell  and  the  preparatory  work  for  this 
will  take  place  in  the  coming  year. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


With  the  very  restricted  life  left  in  the  present  tip,  the  search  for  a 
suitable  alternative  site  has  continued.  With  the  existing  density  of  population 
in  this  area,  wherever  it  is  proposed  to  site  a refuse  tip,  objections  from  local 
inhabitants  can  be  expected.  In  the  absence  of  readily  available  top  soil,  it 
is  quite  a good  practice  to  cut  away  part  of  the  old  now  inert  tip,  for  coverage 
material;  but  by  it's  very  nature,  however  efficiently  the  crude  refuse  is  so 
covered,  it  is  impossible  to  conceal  the  visual  fact  that  the  area  is  a refuse 
tip.  Another  difficulty  is  that  if  the  tip  lies  in  the  country,  the  approach 
roads  become  covered  not  only  with  mud  from  the  tip  but  with  rubbish  dropped 
in  the  verges  by  passers  by.  A pulverisation  plant  seems  to  provide  many 
attractions,  not  only  does  it  extend  the  life  of  a tipping  area  but  it  produces  an 
innocuous  end  product  that  can  be  acceptably  tipped  in  a greater  variety  of 
places  without  causing  any  visual  loss  of  amenities.  It  obviates  the  need  for 
vehicles  to  traverse  a tip  surface  and  should  thus  remove  the  hazard  of  mud  on 
the  road.  The  Council  have  accepted  the  principle  of  destruction  of  refuse  by 
pulverisation  and  have  in  mind  a site  in  a local  brickworks  with  a good  approach 
from  roads  serving  a factory  area,  with  such  an  approach  the  "fly  tipping"  of 
refuse  on  the  verges  approaching  a disposal  site  should  be  reduced.

It  is  interesting  to  read  in  the  Annual  Report  of  1914  that  refuse 
collected  from  Bracknell,  Binfield,  Easthampstead  and  part  of  Winkfield  was 
destroyed  by  burning  in  the  furnaces  of  a local  brickworks.  In  the  fifty  years 
the  cycle  of  events  is  complete,  once  more  destruction  of  refuse  in  a local 
bricl^orks  is  contemplated. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 


The  population  of  the  area  continues  to  increase  steadily  not  only  in 
Bracknell,  but  also  in  the  Sandhurst  and  the  Winkfield  areas.  With  the  young 
population,  the  actual  birth  rate  is  high  with  a slight  increase  on  the  previous 
year.  Sixty-six  per  cent  of  the  births  took  place  in  Hospital.  The  still-birth 
rate  was  lower  than  the  previous  year  and  well  below  the  national  rate,  the 
causes  are  given  below:-

There  were  no  maternal  deaths,  the  last  maternal  death  in  this  area 
occurring  in  1957. 

The  infant  death  rate  was  well  below  the  national  figure  with  the 
Perinatal,  Early  Neo-Natal  and  Neo-Natal  death  rates  being  also  low.  Most 
of  the  neo-natal  deaths  result  from  the  hazards  of  birth  and  occurred  in  the 
first  week  of  life;  the  causes  being  given  below: -

The  actual  death  rate,  as  expected  from  the  type  of  population,  was 
low;  when  corrected  by  the  distribution  factor  for  population,  the  rate  was 
higher  than  the  preceeding  year  but  still  below  the  national  rate.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  year  was  one  relatively  free  from  outbreaks  of  infectious 
diseases,  as  expected  the  numbers  of  measle  cases  rose  above  the  preceeding 
year  but  were  no  where  near  the  number  reached  in  1961.  There  were  no 
fatalities  resulting  from  the  common  infectious  diseases.  The  cases  notified 
as  food  poisoning  were  of  various  Salmonella  origins  and  were  scattered  as 
isolated  cases  Most  of  the  dysentery  cases  however  occurred  as  a small 
outbreak  in  the  Sandhurst  area 

The  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  was  contracted  by  a resident  whilst  on 
holiday  in  Spain,  the  illness  was  recognised  and  the  patient  isolated  before 
the  infectious  stage  and  no  secondary  cases  resulted.  The  case  of  Malaria 
was  also  contracted  abroad  and  occurred  in  a soldier  coming  to  this  country 
from  Africa.

Tuberculosis 

The  number  of  new  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  were  the  lowest 
for  the  last  ten  years;  the  number  on  the  register  however  have  steadily 
grown.  Although  the  population  has  barely  doubled  in  this  period,  the  number 
on  the  register  has  increased  almost  three  times.  This  increase  (provided 
there  was  no  great  difference  in  length  of  supervision  of  patients  in  the  last  ten 
years)  was  due  to  the  "transfer  in"  of  patients  moving  into  the  area.  Many 
of  the  cases  on  the  register  are  patients  under  supervision,  who  are  working 
and  leading  a normal  life.

HOME  SAFETY  ACT,  1961 

Under  this  Act,  a degree  of  Health  Education  was  undertaken  in 
conjunction  with  the  staff  of  the  Local  Health  Authority.  Display  material 
was  provided  dealing  with  aspects  of  home  accidents  and  was  shown  by  Health 
Visitors  at  the  main  welfare  clinics.  A film  entitled  ’’Accidents  Don’t 
Happen”  was  shown  about  six  or  eight  times  in  the  year  to  groups  of  expectant 
mothers,  and  also  in  schools  by  Health  Visitors  during  the  course  of  talks  to 
the  children. 

An  occasional  talk  has  been  given  on  the  subject  to  groups  of  mothers.

CANCER  EDUCATION 


The  Council  decided  to  continue  to  implement  lectures  on  "cancer 
education",  a large  number  of  organisations  were  contacted  but  the  response 
was  not  very  great.  Three  talks  were  eventually  given  in  the  year  to  women's 
groups.  The  talks  were  given  by  a member  of  the  Cancer  Information 
Association  and  were  received  with  obvious  interest  by  the  groups. 

Pamphlets  have  been  forwarded  to  local  General  Practitioners  for 
distribution  from  their  surgeries,  and  anti-smoking  posters  have  been 
distributed  to  factories  and  displayed  at  regular  intervals  on  hoardings  in  the 
district. 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  his  Annual  Report 
for  1962  says  as  respects  cigarette  smoking  "there  is  surely  no  longer  need  to 
argue  whether,  but  only  how,  the  habit  should  be  avoided  or  broken." 
Unfortunately  since  the  ill  effects  of  smoking  or  the  full  effects  of  non-smoking 
are  not  immediately  obvious,  there  is  still  considerable  need  to  bring  the  true 
facts  home  to  a largely  reluctant  public.  If  individuals  cannot  think  in  terms 
of  their  own  health  then  at  least  they  should  think  of  the  young  and  endeavour  to 
set  them  an  example  of  non -indulge nee. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


New,  modern  conveniences  have  been  opened  in  the  Market  Place  at 
Bracknell  and  the  principle  of  establishing  other  conveniences  in  relation  to 
future  neighbourhood  centres  in  Bracknell  as  they  are  developed,  has  been 
accepted  by  the  Council  and  the  Development  Corporation.  The  degree  of 
malicious  damage  is  considerably  less  than  before  the  engagement  of  Attendants, 
but  irritating  and  needless  minor  damage  is  still  caused,  mostly  by  a few  younger 
teenage  children.  The  cost  of  repairing  the  damage  is  very  small,  but  the 
thought  that  these  few  children  apparently  find  enjoyment  in  this  way  is  rather 
disturbing.  The  damage  mostly  takes  the  form  of  the  removal  of  fittings, 
soiling  of  floors  and  walls  and  the  obstruction  of  flushing  apparatus. 

DOGS  IN  FOOD  SHOPS 


The  practice  of  customers  in  bringing  dogs  into  food  shops  is  one  that 
should  not  be  encouraged.  The  matter  was  "taken  up"  with  the  local  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  with  their  approval  notices  requesting  customers  to  refrain 
from  this  habit  were  forwarded  to  all  food  shops  in  the  area.  Many  of  the 
shop  managers  have  welcomed  the  notices  and  asked  for  duplicates  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  observe  that  the  vast  majority  of  these  shops  now  display  the 
notices.

REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEER  & SURVEYOR 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS  - SANDHURST 


In  my  Report  last  year  I stated  that  it  had  been  necessary  to  request 
the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  plans  for  the  extensions  to  the 
Sandhurst  Sewage  Disposal  Works  as  a matter  of  urgency  and  that  Ministry 
consent  had  been  received  to  proceed  with  Stage  1 of  the  new  works.  This 
Stage  1 included  alterations  and  additions  to  the  existing  pumping  stations,  the 
construction  of  a new  inlet  system  at  the  Sandhurst  Works  and  the  enlargement 
and  relief  of  the  existing  trunk  sewers  and  construction  work  in  respect  of 
these  proposals  is  now  well  in  hand. 

The  Council  is  now  about  to  seek  tenders  for  the  next  stage  to  include 
further  trunk  sewers,  new  rising  mains,  improved  pumps  and  two  new  humus 
tanks  and  a storm  lagoon  at  the  Sandhurst  Works.  It  is  hoped  that  construction 
work  on  these  proposals  will  commence  before  the  end  of  this  year. 

EASTHAMPSTEAD  PARK  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 


Design  work  is  now  well  in  hand  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Disposal 
Works  at  Easlhampstead  Park,  in  order  that  the  flow  from  the  Road  Research 
Laboratories  and  offices  can  be  received.  The  scheme  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  for  approval  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  will  commence  on  site 
next  year. 

WINKFIELD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 


Ministry  approval  to  the  Brock  Hill  gravity  foul  sewer  scheme  is 
expected  very  shortly  and  tenders  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  work  will  then  be 
invited.  This  scheme  will  divert  to  the  Bracknell  Development  Corporation's 
Works,  the  greater  part  of  the  flow  from  the  Winkfield  area,  and  will  provide 
much  needed  relief  to  the  seriously  overloaded  Winkfield  Works. 

FOUL  SEWERS 


Design  work  for  the  proposed  foul  sewers  to  serve  the  Maidens  Green 
area  of  Winkfield  has  been  completed  but  the  scheme  cannot  be  carried  out 
until  the  completion  of  the  Brock  Hill  gravity  relief  sewer  referred  to  above. 

Design  of  the  trunk  foul  sewers  for  the  Owlsmoor  area  has  been 
completed  and  tenders  have  been  invited,  so  that  it  is  expected  that  work  on 
the  site  will  commence  before  the  end  of  1964. 


13. 


During  the  course  of  the  year,  the  foul  sewers  in  North  Street, 

Winkfield,  and  Terrace  Road,  Binfield,  have  been  reconstructed,  and  a new 
foul  sewer  has  been  laid  in  Forest  Road,  Binfield.  Tenders  have  been  invited 
for  foul  and  sewer  water  sewers  to  serve  the  Prince  Consort  Drive  area.  Ascot, 
and  an  early  start  on  this  work  is  anticipated, 

A television  survey  was  carried  out  during  the  year  on  old  sewers 
in  Bracknell  High  Street  and  Wokingham  Road,  Bracknell,  and  de-scaling 
works  are  scheduled  to  be  carried  out  shortly. 

SURFACE  WATER  SEWERS 

As  mentioned  above,  new  surface  water  sewers  to  serve  Prince  Consort 
Drive  and  Kings  Ride,  Ascot,  are  expected  to  be  constructed  shortly. 

During  the  year,  the  construction  of  the  Longdown  Road  surface  water 
sewer,  Sandhurst,  was  completed  and  a further  scheme  is  now  being  prepared 
for  the  surface  water  drainage  between  Longdown  Road,  and  the  outlet  to  the 
River  Blackwater  at  Sandhurst. 

Basic  design  work  and  the  collection  of  data  has  commenced  in  connection 
with  the  Blackmoor  Stream  surface  water  system  in  the  New  Road  area  of  Ascot. 


HOUSING 

SCHEMES  COMPLETED  OR  IN  HAND 


During  last  year,  a scheme  for  six  one-bedroomed  elderly  persons' 
bungalows  at  Warfield  was  completed  and  a further  scheme  for  the  construction 
of  twenty-six  elderly  persons'  flatlets  together  with  Warden's  accommodation 
and  Common  Room  and  six  one-bedroom  bungalows,  all  at  Wellington  Road, 
Crowthorne,  has  now  been  practically  completed;  this  accommodation  has  been 
given  the  name  "Rothwell  House"  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  an  official  opening  in 
the  spring  of  1965. 

The  construction  of  roads  and  sewers  in  connection  with  the  Roebuck 
development  at  Binfield  has  been  completed  and  tenders  have  been  received 
for  the  construction  of  twenty-six  houses  and  garages.  It  is  expected  that 
work  on  this  scheme  will  start  before  the  end  of  1964. 

FUTURE  SCHEMES 


The  Council  have  approved  schemes  for  development  on  land  owned 
by  the  Council  at  Napier  Road  (Crowthorne),  Prince  Villa  (Little  Sandhurst), 
and  Red  Rose  (Binfield),  allowing  in  total  for  some  twenty  housing  units. 


14. 


Progress  has  improved  on  the  Owlsmoor  Redevelopment  Scheme  and 
the  first  stage  site  preparation  works  are  now  out  to  tender.  The  carrying 
out  of  these  site  works  will  be  closely  followed  by  the  construction  of  the  first 
thirty  houses  required  for  housing  people  in  property  to  be  cleared.  The 
planning  for  the  second  stage  of  the  Owlsmoor  Redevelopment  Scheme  has 
commenced. 

Work  has  continued  on  development  proposals  in  Bracknell,  notably  on 
the  Barn  Farm  and  also  on  the  Bagshot  Road  redevelopment  area. 

The  obtaining  of  suitable  land  for  building  continues  to  be  a great 
problem  and  all  avenues  are  being  explored  in  order  that  the  supply  of  land 
for  housing  purposes  shall  be  maintained. 

MODERNISATION  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 


During  the  year,  work  has  proceeded  on  the  house  modernisation  scheme 
at  Osman’s  Close,  Winkfield  and  at  Hatchet  Lane,  Cranbourne,  and  there  now 
remain  only  the  four  houses  in  Upper  Broadmoor  Road  to  complete  the 
modernisation  of  all  the  Council's  pre-war  houses.  Work  has  been  completed 
on  electrical  improvements  at  the  Swedish  timber  houses  at  Binfield,  and  on  a 
scheme  for  further  frost  precautions  to  various  Council  houses  throughout  the 
district. 


BRACKNELL  CEMETERY 


The  acquisition  of  land  for  the  proposed  new  Bracknell  Cemetery  in  a 
position  immediately  to  the  south-west  of  the  amended  designated  area  of 
Bracknell  New  Town  has  been  completed  and  consideration  is  being  given  to 
the  inclusion  of  a Crematorium  in  the  proposals  for  development  of  the 
Cemetery  site  The  provision  of  the  facilities  in  the  new  cemetery  has  become 
a matter  of  urgency  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  the  ground  available  for  use  by  the 
end  of  this  year. 


CENTRAL  DEPOT 

The  extension  of  garage  accommodation  at  the  Central  Depot  has  been 
completed  during  the  year  and  work  is  now  in  hand  on  site  road  works,  hard- 
standings  and  ancillary  works.  Design  work  is  progressing  on  the  vehicle 
maintenance  workshop  at  the  Depot. 

STREET  CLEANSING 

I reported  last  year  that  delegated  authority  has  been  received  from 
the  Berkshire  County  Council  to  carry  out  street  cleansing  in  Bracknell  New 
Town  and  this  is  now  in  operation.

CAPITAL  WORKS  PROGRAMME 

Progress  on  the  various  schemes  included  in  the  Capital  Works 
programme  has  been  very  considerable,  having  regard  to  the  acute 
difficulty  that  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  qualified  staff.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity  generally  throughout  the  year.  Piped  water  supply  is  available  in 
every  Parish,  and  is  supplied  as  follows 

Parish  of  Winkfield  - The  South  West  Suburban  Water  Co.  , The  Causeway, 

Staines. 

Parishes  of  Bracknell , Crowthorne,  Sandhurst,  Easthampstead,  Binfield, 
and  Warfield  - The  Mid-Wessex  Water  Co.  , Frimley  Green. 

There  are  less  than  1%  of  properties  in  the  Rural  District  not 
connected  to  the  public  supply.

During  1962  and  1963  the  Mid  Wessex  Water  Company  were  engaged 
in  building  extensions  and  improvements  to  softening  plant  at  Beenhams 
Heath,  which  will  enable  a better  degree  of  softness  to  be  regularly  maintained. 

Flourine  Content  of  Water 

The  Parish  of  Winkfield  derives  its  supply  from  the  South  West 
Suburban  Water  Company  whose  water  has  a flourine  content  of  less  than  0. 1 
parts  per  million  - an  insignificant  quantity  as  would  be  anticipated  from  a 
river  water  source. 


17. 


The  remainder  of  the  Rural  District  derives  its  supply  from  the  Mid- 
Wessex  Water  Company.  Prior  to  1950,  this  water  had  a high  fluorine  content 
naturally  occurring  of  1.4  parts  per  million.  From  1950  to  1958  due  to 
increased  demands,  supplementary  water  of  a low  flourine  content  (0. 1-0.25 
parts  per  million)  has  been  added  affecting  mainly  Sandhurst,  Crowthorne,  and 
parts  of  Easthampstead  parishes,  and  reducing  the  flourine  content  in  these 
areas  to  a level  of  0.  6 - 0.  9 parts  per  million;  Warfield,  Binfield,  and 
Bracknell  remaining  unaffected.  From  1958  additional  low  flourine  water 
has  further  reduced  the  levels  to  0.4  to  0.  7 parts  per  million  in  the  southern 
area  and  to  0.  7 to  0.  9 parts  per  million  in  the  northern  area.  It  is  anticipated 
by  the  Company  that  over  the  whole  of  these  areas  the  flourine  content  will 
become  stabilized  at  0.  6 to  0.  8 parts  per  million  in  the  next  few  years. 

Plumbo-Solvent  Action 


The  water  supplied  in  this  district  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo- solvent 

action. 

Stand-Pipes 

There  are  no  houses  in  the  Rural  District  supplied  by  means  of 
stand-pipes. 

Main  Drainage 

The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  district 
are  good,  and  reference  should  be  made  to  the  report  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  on  this  subject. 

Pollution  of  Ditches  and  Watercourses 

Further  samples  were  taken  from  a ditch  in  Bracknell  referred  to  in 
last  year's  report  which  was  alleged  to  be  polluted,  but  both  samples  showed 
that  the  water  was  reasonably  pure  and  free  from  gross  pollution. 

REFUSE  AND  SALVAGE  - COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

(a) Collection  Service 

It  should  be  noted  that  during  the  year  the  Council  was  deprived  of 
the  use  of  one  of  its  larger  collection  vehicles.  It  was  involved  in  a 
landslip  at  the  Tip  which  seriously  distorted  the  chassis,  and  necessitated 
completely  stripping  down  and  rebuilding.  This  work  took  some  nine  months 
to  complete.  This  would  account  for  the  analysis  of  work  done  by  this 
machine  being  so  low  (174  loads),  and  also  the  large  amount  of  work  done  by 
hired  vehicles  during  this  period. 


18. 


The  Bonus  Scheme  was  reviewed  after  three  years  working,  and  it 
was  decided  that  it  should  continue.  Two  extra  men  were  to  be  employed, 
owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  bins  emptied,  and  one  commenced  in 
August. 


A new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  freighter  with  50.  0 cu.  yd.  Pakamatic 
Refuse  Collection  Body  was  put  into  service  at  the  end  of  August,  and  proved 
of  great  value,  especially  in  the  area  of  the  New  Town  enabling  less  runs  to 
be  made  to  the  Tip.  A report  on  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  refuse 
collection  vehicles  was  presented  in  March,  when  it  was  decided  that  the 
replacement  of  these  vehicles  should  be  on  a 7 year  basis. 

(b)  Disposal  - Controlled  Tip 

The  problem  facing  the  Council  is  a rapidly  expanding  intake  of  both 
domestic  and  trade  refuse,  coupled  with  the  marked  decrease  in  density  of 
refuse,  hence  increase  in  volume,  from  5 cwts.  per  cubic  yard  of  some  4 or  5 
years  ago,  to  about  3 cwts.  per  cubic  yard  or  less  now,  making  the  continuation 
of  tipping  very  difficult.  The  present  tipping  site,  started  in  1936  in  some  17 
acres,  is  rapidly  running  out.  It  has  become  necessary  to  limit  its  use  by 
reason  of  New  Town  residential  development  up  to  its  perimeter  - consequently 
it  now  has  an  estimated  life  of  only  18  months  to  2 years  from  September,  1963. 
Finding  another  site,  or  sites,  suitable  for  tipping  is  nearly  impossible  in  the 
Rural  District,  and  outside  the  Rural  District  brings  us  into  competition,  not 
only  with  neighbouring  authorities  with  similar  problems,  but  also  the  Greater 
London  Authorities  who  are  looking  ever  further  afield  for  refuse  disposal 
sites.  Whatever  form  of  disposal  is  used  demands  tipping  space  to  a greater 
or  lesser  degree,  but  a treated  refuse  which  is  rendered  innocuous,  is  more 
likely  to  find  favour  with  the  authorities  concerned.  Hence  a means  of 
reducing  volume,  increasing  density,  making  innocuous,  and  easy  to  handle 
at  comparatively  low  cost  is  being  sought. 

(c)  Salvage 

The  question  of  salvage  was  further  deferred  until  it  is  known  what  form 
of  refuse  disposal  is  to  be  decided  upon  and  operated  by  the  Council.
